through his cousin who then lived in Ejsst Berlin, but has since 
fled to West flmxm Berlin.) C takes the SSD remarks as evidence that 


the SSD does not know that the daughter now works for firoelich in 
Org. Abt, and stopped working for Krebs about six weeks ago. Notes 
The cousinjg of Krebs did not know the daughter, ML* K. before the 
former's flight. The entire matter thus* seems to be probably at an 
«id, but C will report ary further developments.
